U.S., China ambassadors meet 


PARIS i U P I)—U.S. Ambassador Arthur K. Watson held what he 
termed a 
“ warm 
and friendly” first meeting with Chinese 
Ambassador Huang Chen today to maintain the Sino -American 
contacts opened by President Nixon's visit to Peking. 
Watson and his Chinese counterpart met for 50 minutes at the 
Chinese Embassy in what the American ambassador said he hoped 
would be the first of a series of Sino-American talks. 
“ The meeting was warm and friendly,” Watson said. “ I hope that 
this will be the beginning of a series of conversations and that it will be 
a continuing dialogue. As for the date of our next meeting. I leave that 
to the choice of his excellency (Huang)” . 
Huang told newsmen that, “ conforming, to the joint Sino-American 
communique, the Chinese and American parties have agreed on Paris 
as a channel to maintain contacts between the two parties. Today I 


met Ambassador Watson and in this way I am beginning the 
contacts.” 
Watson said the meetings were a direct result of the welcome that 
Nixon received in Peking. Referring again to Huang he said, “ When I 
need to see him, or when he needs to see me. we will meet.” 
A Chinese spokesman said one of the members of the Chinese 
delegation in Paris served as interpreter between Watson and Huang 
in their meeting at the embassy on Paris' fashionable Avenue George 
V. 
Today's meeting was the first between normal diplomatic 
representatives of both countries since 1970. 
U S and Chinese representatives met periodically in Warsaw from 
1957 until 1970. when the talks were abruptly cut off because of the U.S. 
and South Vietnamese invasion of Cambodia.

Black convention ends with 
resolution against busing

first 
National Black Political Convention 
ended its historic three-day meeting 
Sunday by adopting a resolution 
which condemned school busing as 
“ a bankrupt, suicidal method 
of 
integration. 
The total agenda for political, 
social and economic action adopted 
by the 3,456 delegates was so 
militant that it seemed a certainty 
no 
white 
presidential candidate 
could support it. 


The agenda was adopted after a 
stormy session that included a bomb 
scare which forced evacuation of 
delegates from the West Side High 
School gymnasium for 25 minutes; 
and a walkout by a majority of the 
Michigan delegates who wanted to 
delay a vote for up to 90 days.

for 


President, 
thus 
avoiding 
a 
showdown on whether to support 
black Rep. Shirley Chisholm, D- 
N.Y., who seeks the Democratic 
nomination. 
Manhattan

Chisholm 
and 
called 
on 
the 
convention to do likewise. 
A 
controversial 
antibusing 
resolution, sponsored by Roy Innis 
of the Congress of Racial Equality, 
was adopted. 


“ Busing is obsolete and dangerous 
to black people. We are ready to 
control 
our 
own 
destiny,” 
the 
resolution said. 
“ We condemn racial integration 
of schools as a bankrupt, suicidal 
method... based on the false notion 
that black children are unable to 
learn unless they are in the same 
setting as white children,” the 


resolution 
said 
in 
part, 
“ ...we 
demand quality education in the 
black community ” 


The agenda included a wide range 
of 
demands 
including 
the 
establishment of 
black congres­ 
sional representation m proportion 
to blacks in the national population 
It also called for local control over 
police 
and 
the 
resid en cy 
requirements for all neighborhood 
police forces. 


The 12-page document included 
the controversial preamble called 
“ The 
Gary 
Declaration; 
Black 
Politics at the Crossroads.” 
The National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
said the preamble was “ rooted in 
the concept ol separate nationhood 
for 
black 
Am ericans' 
and 
unacceptable to the NAACP

... Anderson is to be condemned 
for dragging 
the name 
of the 
President of 
the United States 
before 
the 
Senate 
Judiciary 
Committee on the basis of evidence 
which is so unreliable that it would 
be barred from every court of law in 
the nation.” Ford said 


“ Mr. 
Anderson 
has used the 
universally discredited technique of 
multiple hearsay to substantiate his 
charges, a gimmick which involves 
a presentation of evidence three or 
four 
times 
removed 
from 
the 
source,” said Ford, of Michigan 
“ Were Mr 
Anderson required to 
produce 
substantive evidence of 
probative value in the ITT case, he 
would surely be unable to do so. 
With but multiple hearsay evidence. 
Jack Anderson is a man without a 
case.” 


The confirmation of Mitchell’s 
successor, acting Attorney General 
Richard G. Kleindienst, has been 
sidetracked 
by 
the 
controversy 
surrounding 
the

case. 
Kleindienst 
headed 
the 
Justice 
Department’s Antitrust Division at 
the time it made an out-of-court 
se ttle m e n t 
with 
IT T 
-a 
conglomerate which 
Anderson 
alleges had agreed to contribute 
$400.000 
to 
the 
GOP 
National 
Convention this summer in San 
Diego.

ITT 
lobbyist 
Dita 
D. 
Beard, 
whose 
memo on the antitrust matter in 
Anderson’s hands touched off the 
flap, was reported recovering in a 
Denver hospital where she may be 
able to meet with members of the 
Judiciary panel by about midweek, 
according to her doctors. She has 
been confined since March 3, suffer­ 
ing from a heart ailment.

It was the 81st succesful launching 


using the Thor-Delta rocket, the Air

The satellite weighs 1,380 pounds

It is designed to study 
emissions from the sun. stars and 
intergalactie space 
It circles the Earth once every 96 
minutes, in Polar orbit about 340 
miles high, and is monitored by the 
European Space Operations Center 
at Darmstadt.

MIAMI (UPIi —With both ot them 
campaigning to come out of Tuesday's 
Florida primary as the dominant candidate 
of the Democratic left. New York Mayor 
John V. Lindsay and Sen

McGovern Sunday accused each other of

McGovern sharply accused Lindsay of 
trying to woo his black campaign workers 
with promises of greater gold Lindsay, in 
radio spots, newspaper ads, and talks to 
reporters, 
charged

senator with caving in to Alabama Gov 
George C. Wallace on the school busing 
issue 
Generally acknowledged as the two 
candidates 
for 
the 
Democratic 
Presidential nomination most attractive to 
liberal voters. McGovern and Lindsay 
gently went at each other on an hour-long 
television program Sunday and as soon as 
it was over unfurled serious accusations 


out of each other's earshot 
As Lindsay and 
McGovern battled, 
major candidates in the 10-man, one- 
woman race for first place in Florida’s 
primary and a share of the 81 delegates at 
the Democratic National Convention in 
July scoured the state with last-minute 
appeals for votes 
Wallace still was considered the favorite 
to win the primary with Sens. Hubert H. 
Humphrey and Kdmund S. Muskie locked 
in a near dead-heat for second, and Sen 
Henry M Jackson trailing. 
McGovern and Lindsay were in a race by 
themselves, not for first place but for the 
biggest share of the liberal bloc in a 
basically conservative state. 
Shortly before going on television at 
Miami station WCKT, McGovern was 
handed a full page advertisement in which 
Lindsay accused him of compromising the 
14th Amendment by voting for compromise 
legislation on the school busing issue

Reagan says Nixon 
will defend Taiwan 


SACRAMENTO. Calif 
(U PIi —President Nixon has 
personally assured Gov Ronald Reagan the United States 
will help defend Taiwan if mainland China ever attacks the 
island, the California governor says. 
“ We have a treaty. And the President told me in answer 
to a direct question that if an attempt is made by anyone to 
take Taiwan by force this country is pledged to the 
protection of Taiwan, Reagan said in an interview 
The governor said he recieved this assurance at the White 
House three weeks before Nixon s China visit He added 
Henry Kissinger, the President s foreign policy adviser, also 
assured him after the trip that “ not one single change has 
been made in American policy toward Taiwan. 
The President didn't go to China to negotiate some 
deal. 
Reagan said “ He went to open communications 
And I think it was a much more practical effort to keeping 
peace in this world than all of that crud that has been put 
out bv the handful of candidates on the other side who would 
like—all of them—to pose as peace makers." 
Reagan has been one of the staunchest supporters of Nix­ 
on's foreign policy, particularly the China trip 
His 
unequivocal backing is politically significant because the 
governor, who bid unsuccessfully for the Republican 
presidential nomination in 1968. has strong ties with 
conservatives, not only in the nation s most populous state 
but throughout the country. 


Reagan is chairman of Nixon s re-election efforts in 
California, where the President is being challenged in the 
June 6 primary by conservative Rep John M Ashbrook ot 
Ohio Ashbrook has labeled Nixon s Taiwan statement a 
“ sellout" and predicted California “ is where I think the 
President is going to see a basic shock in primary returns 


In the joint communique issued by Nixon and Premier 
Chou En-Lai. the United States said it intends to gradually 
reduce its military forces in Taiwan and ultimately with­ 
draw them entirely

Single nationwide primary?

Democratic leader Mike Mansfield said 
today 
that 
the 
drawn-out

extravaganza of the state-bv-state pres­ 
idential primaries should be replaced by a 
single nationwide primary. 
On the eve of the Florida primary - the 
second of 25 such elections scheduled this 
year — Mansfield readied tor introduction 
a proposed constitutional amendment to 
create a national primary Sen George I) 
Aiken.

Natural History, digging in the La Brea tar 
pits, have discovered fossilized wood of the 
coastal redwood tree, farther south than

Found with the redwood remains were 
traces of Monterey cypress trees Both 
trees grow now in the cool fogs and ocean 
breezes on the coast to the north The 
cypress today grows naturally only in the 
Monterey region 
The exact age of the fossils is not yet 
known

Author, wife plead guilty 


NEW YORK (U P I)—Clifford and Edith 
Irving pleaded guilty today to a federal 
conspiracy charge and local charges of 
larceny and conspiracy for their roles in 
the greatest literary hoax in modern times. 


Author-researcher Richard Suskind, who 
was named a coconspiratory but not a 
defendant in the federal case involving the 
trio’s bogus autobiography of billionaire 
Howard Hughes, pleaded guilty to the two 
local charges, part of a 16-count indictment 
handed up by a New York County grand 
jury last week. 
The federal charge of conspiring to 
defraud the McGraw-Hill publishing firm of 
more than $700,000 to which the Irvings 
pleaded guilty carries a m axim um penalty 
of five years in prison and a $10,000 fine.

racial separation

As the legislature rushed through 
the busing proposal. Askew went to 
work with all his political sagacity 
and his shrewd understanding of the 
cross currents in the legislature and 
in the state First he wanted to try 
to insure that the end result would 
not be simply an overwhelming vote 
against busing on one proposal. This 
could

have 
furthered 
the 
demagogic campaign of Alabama's 
George Wallace in the Democratic 
primary. 
Out of the dickering between the 
governor and the legislature came a 
second proposal The voter is asked 
whether he favors equal opportunity 
for all children regardless ot race, 
creed or religion and whether he is 
opposed to returning to the system 
of dual schools.

system The pundits and pollsters 
have rated the Alabama Governor 
ahead in a 10-man, one woman < Rep 
Shirley Chisholm i race.

The billboard fleece 


The California Roadside Council, 
an environment advocate group with 
an eye on highway policy, reports an 
interesting 
plan 
to 
overlay 
California’s 
billboard 
standards 
with 
less 
stringent 
federal 
regulations, a policy that will drain 
millions from the highway till for 
nothing 
and 
hobble 
the state's 
efforts to control billboards by its 
own standards. 
The idea is to require that all 
owners of billboards that do not 
conform 
to 
federal 
sign 
requirements 
be 
paid 
cash 
compensation (75 per cent from 
federal highway funds and 25 per 
cent from the besieged California 
highway 
fund 
vaults) 
for 
the 
removal of their signs. 
Of 
course, 
the 
state of California 
has 
the clout 
to 
prohibit 
billboards 
according 
to 
the 
tastes of her people, 
as 
do 
California 
counties and cities. 
In fact, more than 
twice as many bill­ 
boards breach local 
regulations 
as 
violate the federal 
standards. Over 100 
cities m this state 
now 
ban 
them 
entirely, 
including 
San Diego. Lompoc 
could follow soon. 
For well into the past, the courts 
have considered adequate time for 
full amortization of non-conforming 
signs a justified legal substitute for 
cash compensation for the eyesores 
that just have to come down, and 
state and local laws have amortized 
and removed hundreds. 
Some courts have even taken the 
stand that, since billboards derive 
their entire value from an original 
public investment in highways, they 
exist only by public sufferance 
anyway. 
But the commission reevaluating 
the federal Highway Beautification 
Program would require California 
taxpayers to unburden themselves 
ot $17 million in highway funds 
money that could go for smog 
research or to support struggling 


rapid transit projects — to buy 
billboards they can already prohibit 
for nothing 
This 
whirlwind 
of 
legislative 
acumen was orchestrated by a 
congressional 
billboard 
lobby, 
according to the Roadside Council 
The lobby isn't a familiar one. but 
it’s got to be powerful to have 
suggested this straight face 
The 
superimposition 
of 
the 
modest federal standards on the 
more inclusive local ones is already 
interfering with the removal of 
those signs only outlawed locally. 
The council reports that owners of 
fully amortized signs prohibited 


locally are leaving them up in 
defiance of local ordinances on the 
basis of their claim 
to dollar 
compensation equivalent to that 
expected for the more flagrant 
federal regulation violators. 
While 
environmentalists 
and 
citizen’s groups rail to their federal 
representatives, the Lompoc city 
council may consider the situation 
and decide that it still has time to 
prohibit billboard construction here 
altogether. For the advertisers who 
are able to put up signs under the 
passage of such an ordinance, the 
gist is clear: if you’re going to put a 
billboard up. make it T ER R IBLE.
